Jennings, Okla.—Not for Al Jen­ 
nings of “Beating Back” fame, but for 
Joe Jennings, an early day character 
in this section of the Southwest, cow­ 
boy, horse trader and general rousta­ 
bout, was the town of Jennings named, 
according to Col. George McElroy, the 
last of the cowmen still in the business 
in this part of Oklahoma. 
The original townsite of forty acres 
was given by Joe Jennings upon re­ 
ceiving a promise that the town would 
be given his name, McElroy says. 
The Pawnee Indian country, includ­ 
ing the old Oklahoma triangle, in the 
center of which is Jennings, was 
opened to settlement along with the 
old Cherokee strip in September, 1893, 
just twenty-two years ago. A number 
of the towns within the strip have just 
been celebrating the event of their 
twenty-second birthday with appropri­ 
ate ceremonies. 
The strip extended westward from 
the western boundary of the Cherokee 
nation, about thirty miles east of Jen­ 
nings, to the Colorado and New Mexico 
border, including at one time, it is 
said, the famous No Man’s Land, which 
is now divided into the counties of 
C imarron, Texas, and Beaver. 
Chose Daughter for Race. 
The story of how Jennings was 
homesteaded and named is interesting, 
therefore, at this time, when the twen­ 
ty-second birthday of the town has 
just been observed. 
Joe Jennings had been a resident of 
this part of the Indian country for

next year. In explanation of this it 
is said that I he reunion of the party 
could he brought about by choosing 
him as standard bearer. 
It is taken for granted, evidently, 
that the reactionary 
wing 
of 
the 
party is more amenable to discipline 
than the progressive wing, as other­ 
wise the nomination of the colonel 
would be followed by the disaffection 
of the stand patters, as the nomina­ 
tion of Taft was followed by the bolt 
of the progressives in 1912. Tho re­ 
actionaries are excellent 
disciplina­ 
rians, 
no 
doubt; 
experience 
has 
taught them the great personal and 
political advantage of party regular­ 
ity, and their desire to win 
at the 
polls next year amounts lo an ob­ 
session. But would 
this 
desire out­ 
weigh their antipathy to the colonel? 
We would not, 
of 
course, 
expect 
them to walk out of the convention 
in spectacular fashion, singing “On­ 
ward, Christian 
Soldiers,” 
in case 
he should be chosen, but we should 
he surprised if hundreds 
of thou­ 
sands of so-called “regular” republi­ 
cans, more or less openly, 
did 
not 
withhold from him their support and 
their votes. 
Then, there 
are 
the hyphenates, 
w’hom 
Roosevelt

and the republicans

80 per

Southington, Cinn., Jan. 12.—Louis 
K. Curtis, cashier of the Southington 
National bank, whose sudden death on 
January 5 has been found 
to 
have 
been suicide, is revealed to have been 
a forger so adept as to deceive utterly 
the bank’s officers and directors and 
the National bank examiners for ten 
or twelve years. 
The disclosures indicate that Cur­ 
tis had accomplices among printers 
or engravers. 
The national bank ex­ 
aminers fear that these accomplices 
have sold spurious commercal paper 
to other small banks in New England. 
The national bank 
examiner 
and 
the bank’s officers w’ere loath to be­ 
lieve at once that there could be any­ 
thing seriously wrong in Curtis’ ac­ 
counts . They know now that he was 
short at least $77,500 and the exami­ 
nation has not been concluded. 
Curtis’ scheme was as simple as it 
was unique. 
He 
provided 
himself 
with blank note forms 
identical 
in 
printing, engraving, paper and w’ater 
mark with those used by firms w’hieh 
w’ere regular customers of the bank. 
On these forms, supposedly obtained 
from printers who knew’ the secret, he 
w’ould forge notes and extract cash to 
the amount of the notes. 
Curtis’ accounts were examined four 
times a year at regular intervals— 
twice by the directors and twice by a 
national bank examiner. 
They were 
inspected probably fifty times without 
an irregularity being found. 
Knowing the date of the examina­ 
tions, the cashier was able to substi­ 
tute new and unmatured notes for the 
old, forged ones, in advance of the ex­ 
aminations. 
But, unknown 
to the 
cashier, the examiantion date was 
changed 
last 
w'eek. 
The 
national 
bank examiner arrived unexpectedly 
the afternoon of January 5. 
It was near the close of business, 
and the examiner asked that the se­ 
curities and cash be turned over be­ 
fore the vault w’as locked. 
The cash­ 
ier responded promptly, 
but 
must 
then have known he could avoid dis­ 
covery no longer. In the packages he 
gave 
to 
the 
examiner were notes 
which had passed muster at the ex­ 
amination last July, which showed on 
their face that, if valid, they w’ere 
overdue. 
Investigation of these notes 
was inevitable. 
Curtis 
went 
to 
bis 
apartments 
above the bank and was found there 
ten minutes later by his wife. 
“I’m dying; I took ammonia,” he 
whispered to her, and 
ten 
minutes 
later was dead. 


Preparing Snails for Market. 
The food provided for snails in cap 
tivity consists mainly of lettuce, en 
dive, cabbage, dandelion leaves anc 
chopped kohlrabi.
